Ban Fran- 
cisco is a. striking example of a munici- 
pality ridden by a merciless corporation. 
Tens"of thousands of dollars have been 
spent by the'city in litigation in which 
the S'irin" Valley Water Works have 
been plaintiff and defendant by turns, 
and no matter how the decisions of the 
Courts have gone, the company has al- 
ways succeeded in getting a better and 
a stronger hold on the necks 01 the tax- 
pave! s.

It is a law of trade that coin- 


poses, if purchased from p. private corpo- 
ration, will cost a good deal of money, 
and this cost will bo continually in- 
creasing year hv year. 


Tint tales for "private consumer* have 


already been raised several times, and 
[his raiding will have to he repeated as 
the imputation becomes larger and as the 
demand for water increases. Under a 
system of city ownership all that would 
be collected would bo sufficient to pay 
operating expenses and repairs, and the 
large protit that would otherwise flow 
into the pockets of private individuals 
would b« distributed among the water 
:axpayers in the shape of reduced cost 
'or the water supply.

precaution abortive, for he manufactures 
the berries themselves in u manner, so 
true to nature that they are difficult of 
detection. According to a German medi- 
cal journal this nefarious indnstn- is car- 
ried on by certain linns in Cologne, 
whore the- artificial beans are made 
by machines devised for the purpose. 
The material of which they are com- 
]Miunded is burned flour or " meal, but 
they can lw distinguished from genuine 
coffee by the circumstance that they 
sink when immersed in ether, whereon 
the true coffee lierry will float in that 
liquid.—Chamber's'Journal.

And uo Christian acknowledges 
the pagan god Saturn when he speaks 
of Saturday. 


It would have been strange, indeed, to 


suppose that Constantiiu*, bv any author- 
ity or power he had,compelh>d Christians 
to adopt the day set apart in honor of 
the sun god as a day of Christian re?t 
and worship, instead of a day on which 
they had previously observed. Chris- 
tiana did not change their doctrines or 
institutions in that way. The power of 
Kings had but little weight with them. 
Martyrdom would have been preferable 
to them to obedience to the dictates oi 
worldly power. And thu Nicene council 
was not made up of men who could be 
influenced bv the command of Kind's. 
Many of tliem had beon beaten and 
robbed, had passed through cruel perse- 
cutions.

From the Dally of Wednesday. 


Oliver Monotti, a Swiss, and Feter 


Voisson, A Frenchman, employes at the 
Barton vineyard, two ami a half miles 
cast of this city, were suffocated shortly 
before noon yesterday by inhaling car- 
bonic acid gaa in a large wine vat. Their 
shocking death waa caused by careleu- 
ness on the part of Monotti, who, al- 
though an experienced workman in wine 
cellars, acted contrary to hia orders. 


A (.ierman who went into the tank to 


assist in getting Munotti out became in- 
sensible from the gas, but eoon afterward 
regained hia senses. 


FULL OP (JAB. 


The vat in question ia twelve feet in 


depth and between twelve aud fifteen 
feet in diameter. In thla waa from two 
to three and & half feet of pomace on the 
surface of which the deadly gas had ac- 
cumulated to a depth of several inches. 
The pomace had remained in the vat for 
a day and it was the intention of Mon- 
otti and his partner, Voisson, to remove 
it. It was just 11:30 o'clock and it waa 
thought by the men in the cellar that 
nothing would be done toward removing 
the contents of the vat until after dinner. 


A CUV OP DISTRESS. 


However, Monotti changed his mind, 


and a few minutes later, when the other 
men were at work on the lower floor, a 
voice coming from some one in distress 
waa heard from the upper floor. Charlea 
Rossi, the winenmker, and Voiwon 
hastened to the rescue and found Mo- 
notti, who had jumped into the vat for 
the purpose of discharging its contents 
through an opening in the bottom, in a 
dying condition. 


ANOTllglt I.1FK SACRIFICED. 


Voisson descended into the vat for the 


purpose of saving Monotti'* life, but 
before he could render the sen-ice, suc- 
cumbed himself. The particulars of their 
death is gained from tho evidence of 
witnesses at the inquest over the dead 
bodies held at the undertaking parlors of 
S. H. Williams & Son last evening,' and 
i.-) as follows:

The new clock in the tower of the Ad- 


venthta' Church, on the corner of 0 and 
Mariposa streets, was placed in running 
order and proceeded to mark time reg- 
ularly yesterday afternoon. It was put 
together by A. J. F. Skdton, the J-street 
clock man, who will hereafter keep it 
under his special charge.. 


The dial is of glass sis feet six inches 


in diameter, and it will be illuminated 
at night ?o that the time of night as well 
113 the time of day may be noted by the 
belated pedestrian, 'f'he clock is a Xo. 
17, Scth Thomas 6>Wer clock, and it is 
the largest strikiugclock west of Chicago, 
there being no clock in San Trancisco as 
lar£e as this one. .It has a (jraham ea- 
capement, a pendulum eight feet long 
with n ball 20i) pounds in weight. 


The bell on which the hours are struck 


weighs 20J5 pounds, and is of pure bell- 
metal and of a musical and mellow tnne 
sufficiently loud to be beard all over the 
city. It IB struck with a hammer forty- 
seven pounds in weight. 


The clock and bell put up tn the tower 


cost £503, and the clock w guaranteed 
not to lose or gain more than live sec- 
onds in a month.
